He is a lieutenant with the Upland Police Department. 
She teaches nursery school. 

Together they share a unique hobby — making dolls. 

Jerry and Mary Lou Wulf of Upland have spent most of 
their spare time, energy and creativity for the past five 
years in handcrafting reproductions of antique bisque 
dolls. 

Mrs. Wulf has always enjoyed a fascination of old 
dolls, and dreamed of having a huge, oversized one, 
ornately dressed, to sit on her bed. . 

When she first heard of a class thet taught the 
skills necessary for making bisque dolls, she started 
looking for someone to join her in signing up. 

“T talked him into coming with me,” she said, nodding 
toward her husband, who bent over the tiny head of a 
doll as he painted its features. ‘Now he spends almost 
more time at it than I do.” 

She still doesn’t have the oversized doll for her bed — 
the large molds are difficult to pour without cracking. 
But the Wulfs have made nearly 100 of the delicate 
figures, all fashioned of bisque, an unglazed porcelain 
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that is fired at temperatures of 2,400 degrees for up to 14 
hours at a time. As Mrs. Wulf points out, that is hotter 
than the temperature used in manufacturing steel. 

Their house is peopled by dozens of rosy-cheeked 
bisque ‘‘children,”’ like Pouty Patty, a German doll that 
sports the indignant expression of an angry child, her 
bottom lip thrust out and small brow furrowed. 

There’s also Laughing Jumeau from France, whose 
mouth is parted with uninhibited glee, and the German 
twins, a boy and a girl, decked out in their matching 
sailor suits. 

The Wulfs figure they have 17 or 18 molds, made from 
original European and American dolls of the late 19th 
and early 20th centuries. 

They differ from the dolls made for yesterday's 
children in that the entire body is molded in bisque. The 
original toys commonly had only the head made of 
cermanic, with the body of stuffed fabric, easier for a 
little girl to handle. 

In that sense, the Wulfs’ work, made primarily for 
collectors, calls for even more craftsmanship than the 
dolls they were modeled from. The originals, built as 
toys, were often made hastily in an assembly line 
fashion, whereas each of the finished pieces by the 


College faculty representation 
in negotiations still in question

The* question of who should 
represent Chaffey College faculty in 
negotiations has yet to be settled. 

The California Teachers 
Association (CTA) filed a request to 
become the exclusive bargaining‘ 
unit for the faculty a few weeks ago 
— a move which prompted a halt to 
mediation between the district and 
the faculty negotiating team. 

James Catanzaro, college 
president and district 
superintendent, announced that the 
board of trustees has challenged the 
CTA request filed with the state 
Public Emplovee Relations Board 
(PERB) 

And Muriel Zimmermann, a life 
science instructor at Chaffey, is 
asking that the faculty be allowed to 
vote on whether they want to be 
represented by the CTA. 

Catanzaro, who serves as head 
negotiator for the district, said 
Thursday trustees challenged two 
points on the CTA’s request for 
exclusive bargaining unit. 

The first was that the CTA asked 
to represent all certificated district 
employees, which would include 
Catanzaro and other management 
personnel. Since then the CTA has 
Clarified their position on that, 
Catanzaro said. 

But the second point, which still 
remains an issue, is that the 
college’s approximately 400 part- 
time teachers would not be 
represented in a bargaining 
situation under the CTA proposal, 
said the college president. 

Catanzaro said the administration 
has ‘“‘worked aggressively to make 
part-time teachers feel like a part of 
the college community.”’ Excluding 
part-time teachers would create 
separate colleges of “full-timers”’ 
and ‘‘part-timers,”’ he said. 

The PERB decision on the 
challenge by the trustees could take 
more than a year.

employees asking them if they want 
to decide the issue of collective 
bargaining through an election. 

Regardless of the response she 
gets, Zimmermann said she would 
still send a note to college trustees 
asking that an election be held. on 
whether the faculty wants CTA 
representation. 

“T don’t want that decision made 
without a vote...1 feel it’s too 
important,’ Zimmermann said. She 
added that most of the faculty 
members belong to CTA, ‘herself 
included. 

“Things are moving very fast on 
this campus,’ Zimmermann said, 
and a decision on representation 
should not be made ‘‘without careful 
thought and careful polling.” 

“T think it’s happening too fast 
and I would like to make sure that 
we do have the faculty view clear,” 
she said. 

Another underlying issue in the 
discussion over faculty 
representation is on whether 
department chairmen would 
remain as elected representatives 
of the faculty or made a part of 
management personnel. 

The change away from 
department chairs who are elected 
by their peers is discomforting to 
some who see the department heads 
as defenders -of the faculty’s - best 
interests. 

They would no longer be in that 
position, some feel, if the CTA or 
another union got exclusive 
bargaining rights. 

Chaffey College is one of the few 
state community colleges where 
department heads are still elected 
by the faculty. 

Catanzaro explained his views of 
the situation and he pointed out 
there seems to be a vagueness about 
the position of department heads in 
the CTA’s proposal for a bargaining 
unit.

husband-wife team is a work of art. 

The arms and legs move independently, thanks to a 
network of elastic strings inside the doll, and Mrs. Wulf 
designs and makes outfits to suit each doll’s personality 
and background. 

The Wulfs generally make the dolls in large batches, 
and figure each takes up to 12 hours of individual work to 
complete. ; 

They begin by pouring slip, or liquid porcelain, into 
unwieldy molds. The material shrinks roughly one third 
during firing, so the molds must be considerably larger 
than the final product. 

The porcelain itself pours out white, but takes on a 
lifelike pink tone when fired. The Wulfs also have a light 
purplish porcelain that turns a rich, chocolate brown 
when fired. 

The rough shape of the doll is ready to be removed 
from the mold in five minutes, and the green ware then is 
set for the long, initial firing. The Wulfs have their own 
kilns set up in the garage, surrounded by pieces of dolls 
in various stages of completion. 

After the figure cools, it is scrubbed clean of loose 
debris, and the delicate work begins of cutting out holes 
for the eyes, back of the head (for a wig), and perhaps an 
open mouth with tiny teeth. Excess porcelain must 
carefully be cut from between the fingers as well. 

The skin tone is already remarkably natural, but must 
be touched up to create a lifelike blush and rosy glow to 
the cheeks. The Wulfs have found they receive best 
results by painting in two steps, firing after each time. 

The doll’s limbs are stuffed with paper toweling and 
filled with a doll compound into which hooks are set. 
Elastic string is used to tie off each arm and leg and the 
head inside the body. 

“This is the toughest part of making the whole doll,” 
said Jerry Wulf, shaking his head. ‘‘ You can get this far, 
and by one careless move, break an arm or leg.” 


Hand-blown and painted glass eyes imported from 
Germany are used. Mrs. Wulf likes their Mona Lisa-like 
quality, as they follow an observer across the room. She 
said the craft of making the eyes may be a dying art, but

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Restaurateurs to fight robberies

Upland restaurateurs are uniting 
to fight back against a growing 
crime problem in the city, following 
nine armed robberies of restaurants 
in 10 weeks. A group of owners and 
managers recently met to organize 


and implement a plan to combat the ° 


crimes. 


“It seems like we're taking the 
place of gas stations when it comes 
to being easy hits,’’ said one 
participant. ‘“‘We have to do 
something to make it less inviting.” 


In addition to representatives 
from roughly 10 major dinner 
houses and coffee shops in the city, 
the meeting was also attended by 
Police Chief Coy Estes, Capt. Gary 
Hart, and editors,from two local 
newspapers. Restaurateurs asked 
for cooperation from both the 
nolice, in terms of support, and the 
newspapers, in terms of coverage. 


Hart distributed a questionnaire 
that had been drawn up for the

group, as an aid to help any 
witnessés récall details of a crime. 


“This not only will give them an 
idea of what sort of things to look 
for.” said Hart, ‘‘but by giving 
people something specific to 
concentrate on, you often lessen 
their fear in a situation.” 


The one-page sheet encourages 
witnesses to include details: such as 
the suspect’s eye color height, build, 
tattoos and scars. Description of 
hair characteristics. include color, 
type, and hair style, including any 
facial hair. 

“It reminds the witness to focus 
on something other than just the 
gun,’’ said Hart. Although a 
description of the weapon used is 
also included, there are also 
questions concerning the vehicle 
used, and any disquise worn by the 
suspect. 


Copies of the questionnaire will be 
on hand at all of the local 
restaurants, and in case of robbery. 
distributed to any witnesses in the 
minutes before the police arrive. 
while the situation is still fresh in 
everyone's mind. 


In addition, the restaurateurs 
requested the newspaper editors to 
delete the actual amount taken in 
each robbery in articles about the 
crime. and to withhold names and 
addresses of any witnesses to 
‘protect their safety. s 


In addition to working with other 
groups within the city, the 
restaurateurs themselves are 
cracking down on security measures 
within each business. 

Among some of the changes made 
have been tighter control of entry to 
the restaurants through the back 
door, and better lighting in the 


parking areas. Employees have 
been encouraged to keep a close eyé 
on suspicious patrons, and if there is 
a question, to give the police 
department a call. 

‘A couple of the ‘boys’ might drop 
in for a cup of coffee,”’ said one 
representative of the police, citing 
the physical presence of the officérs 
as a strong deterent to crime. 

Another restaurant puts all of its 
large bills directly into a locked safe 


to which no employees have the kéy, : 


thus making the business - poor 
potential for a robbery. 

The. restaurateurs will continue 
meeting on a regular basis to work 
together on the problem, with the 
hopes of slowing the number of 
robberies. 2 

“We just have to let them know 
we aren't going to. take this sitting 
down.’’ said one of the 
restaurateurs. 


West End firefighters go back

The small classroom was cramm- 
ed full of blue-shirted - students 
listening intently to an authoritative 
young woman at the front of the 
room.

Medical Technician 1-A_ classes 
meeting at the Upland main fire sta- 
tion. 

Led by Sandy Grey of the Chaffey 
College Allied Health Department 
and Doug Meyers, a paramedic with 
Los Angeles County, the class is the 
first step to becoming a full-fledged 
paramedic. It marks a new period of 
cooperation between the fire 
departments and the Allied Health 
Division. Although both groups have 
worked together in the past, the 
nearly three months of planning that 
went into: setting up the current 
program marks a new high in com- 
bined efforts. 

The class will teach firemen basic 
skills in bandaging, recognizing and 
evaluating vital signs, immobiliza- 
tion and transporting the injured.

anners work on condominium ordinance 


The Upland Planning Commission spent nearly six 
‘hours in a special work session recently hashing over a 
draft of a proposed amendment regarding condominiums 
and conversions within the city. t 

The proposed amendment to the Upland Municipal 
Code provides specific guidelines for the conversion of 
apartment buildings into condominiums and other types 
of housing which combine joint and private ownership. 

Planning Director Bill Young explained the problems 
created by families moving into a converted apartment . 
originally designed for single adults. Larger living areas 
and recreational open spaces, more parking and better 
vehicle.access is necessary for families who stay in one 
location for an extended period, as opposed to a more 
transient apartment-dweller, he said. 

The present code, according to Young, has always 
lacked guidelines for the expanded needs of a con-

dominium owner. Under the proposed amendment, 
clarification regarding open space per unit is spelled out, 
giving policies the department has enforced in the past 
the benefit of. written guidelines. They will be part of the 
city’s municipal code if the amendment is passed. 

Young said a general guide has been long-needed, so 
developers would have an idea of what the city required 
before plans were drawn up. 

Other major changes from the existing code include 
relating minimum dwelling size to the number of 
bedrooms, increasing the required size as the number: of 
rooms grows larger. The current code gives a minimum 
size regardless of the number of rooms in the unit. Young 
explained that as more bedrooms and individuals are 
added to a dwelling, more room is needed throughout the 
unit to adequately house the residents. 

The new amendment includes criteria for conversion 


» 


within the code itself, formalizing guidelines for the 
development of units. It sets forth the philosophy behind 
distinguishing planned residential developments (con- 
dominiums and similar projects) as single living units, 
rather than multiple family units. 


‘The amendment, influenced in part by similar or- 
dinances in other Southern California cities, does not 
deal with the issue of providing affordable housing. 
Remaining unanswered is the question of what will be 
done to ensure that low-income families, including young 
couples and senior citizens living on fixed incomes, have 
a place to stay. : 


A general clause has been written, however, requiring 
the subdivider to provide moving expenses to those dis- 
located due to a conversion. No dollar figure has been set 
at this point, and Young expressed the hope of setting a

It also calls for a rent freeze during the period when 
the tenant has been notified of the conversion, a 
minimum of six months in advance of the planned depar- 
ture date. : :

Feb. 15. The intent was to use that period to establish a 


written policy regarding the conversions. City council 
members decided not to extend that moratorium in ar 
cent meeting.

‘Ontario, Montclair, Chino show construction increase 


{n addition, three commercial permits valued at $466.-

Of the four West End cities reporting on construction 
activities for last month, all but Upland showed large in- 
creases over January. 1979 figures. 

Those recording gains were Ontario, Montclair and 
Chino. 

-Rancho Cucamonga does not publish its figures. 

One noteworthy feature of the building reports was the 

arcity of last month’s permits for single-family dwell- 
ing units. 

‘Upland, long among the leaders in residential con- 

ruction, issued no permits for new dwellings of any 
kind in January, nor did Montclair. 

The Chino Building Department issued permits for two 
single-family dwellings with a total value of $114,140, 
while Ontario issued but one, valued at $80,719. 

Ontario, however, issued a permit for a condominium 
valued at $939,814 and two for apartments valued at a 
total of $426,152. 

In all, Upland issued 86 permits last month with a total 
valuation of $505,892. This compares with 178 permits 
issued in January 1979 with a total valuation of $4,222,462. 
Of these, 55 were for single-family dwellings valued at 
$2,988,502. j 

The total value of permits issued by Chino in January 
1980 was $2,037.429, compared with $683,628 in January 
1979. More than half of the value of last month’s permits 
— $1,097,718 — was for industrial construction. Nine such 
permits were issued. 


952 were issued in Chino. 


Chino’s total for last month compares with $683,628 for 
January 1979, an increase of more than $1.35 million. 

Montclair almost tripled its January 1979 valuation of 
$544,607 when it issued 106 permits last month with a 


total valuation of $1,556,374. 


The bulk of Montclair’s valuation last month was $1,- 
487 504 for 11 industrial buildings. 

By issuing 146 permits with a valuation of $10,144,424 
last month, Ontario almost doubled its January 1979 
valuation amounting to $5,950,478 

More than half of Ontario’s last month total resulted 
when 17 permits valued at $5,528,427 were issued for in- 


dustrial construction. 


In addition, Ontario issued six permits for commercial 


building valued at $2,697,187. 


In San Bernardino County’s unincorporated area, last 
month’s permits declined slightly, continuing a slow- 
down that has occurred over the last several months. 

The county building and safety department issued 718 
new construction permits with a valuation of $17.7 
million in January 1980 compared to 1,114 permits in 
January 1979 with a value of $30 million. 

The West Valley office issued 110 permits totaling $4.7 
million in value, of which 38 were issued for new housing,

Telephone customers could receive up to $35 
each in refunds because the state Public Utilities 
Commission (PUC) ordered the two major phone 
companies Wednesday to refund more than $492 
million. 

The refunds will be granted as credits on 
regular bills and will range from $13 to $35 this 
year for each residential customer of General 
Telephone and Pacific Telephone. 

Customers entitled to more than $35 will 
receive the amount above $35 next year, the PUC 
said. 

The refunds result from a long dispute in- 
volving the PUC, the Internal Revenue Service 
and the two telephone companies over the way 
the firms handle their tax expenses. 

Refunds to residential users are limited to 
current customers but former business 
customers of the phone companies will be eligi- 
ble for the credits.

The county planning 
commission is winding up 
work on a new development 
code that. would provide 
guidelines for future land 
use in unincorporated areas 
that cover 95 percent of the 
nation’s largest county. 

Commissioners finished a 
day-long hearing Thursday 
with hopes of approving the 
development code Feb. 22 
and sending it to the board 
of supervisors. 

The development code is 
the second slow step in the 
county’s three-part change 
of approach to regional and 
community planning. The 
county adopted a simplified 
general plan in mid-1979. 

Along with the plans for 
individual communities and 
large, relatively 
unpopulated areas, the 
development code will 
replace existing zoning, 
subdivision and other land- 
use regulations. Until plans 
are adopted, current zoning 
remains in effect. 

The development code is 
a broad framework for 16 
basic types of land use and 
some design standards still 
being drafted. 

Other standards, general 
and specific, guide policy on 
structure height, lot 
dimensions, parking, signs, 
application procedures and 
various other aspects of 
development. 

Describing the 
relationship between the 
development code and the 
community plans, county 
planning officials called the 
code a ‘‘cookbook’’ and the 
plans individual ‘‘recipes.”’ 

Jim Birckhead, senior 
planner with the county, 
gave another analogy, 
saying the code provides a 
list of available “tools,’’ not 
all of which individual 
communities . will use. 
Communities will also have 
wide discretion in defining 
standards for their areas. 

Birckhead said that 
eventually every square 
mile of unincorporated 
county land will be covered 
by a community or area 
plan. 

Seventeen communities 
have been picked for the 
initial series of plans. The 
first public hearing by the 
commission will be held 
Feb. 26 for the Bloomington 
area, 

The county has taken a 
different, more detailed 
approach for Chino Hills, 
where a consulting firm 
was named last year to 
prepare a specific plan. 
Landowners there are 
financing the study through 
an assessment on acreage, 
and the plan is believed to 
the first of its kind taking 
advantage of a recent state 
law 

Bireckhead said a 
community plan for Mt. 
Baldy is just geting started. 
Community plans for other 
areas will be scheduled 
according to area growth, 
residents’ interest and 
funds and staff time 
available. 

Planning Director Ken 
Topping noted the draft 
under way for Chino Hills 
will follow the concepts laid 
out in the development 
code, although design 
standards for this plan will

General Douglas MacArthur, on his 75th birthday, 
made these thought - packed observations: 

“Youth is not entirely a time of life; it is a state of 
mind. It is a temper of the will, a quality of imagination, 
a vigor of emotions. Nobody grows old by merely living a 
number of years. People grow old by deserting their 
ideals. 

‘You are as young as your faith, as old as your doubts, 
as young as your self - confidence, as old as your fears: 
as young as your hope, as old as your despair. 

‘In the central place of every heart there -is a 
recording chamber. So long as it receives a message of 
beauty, hope, cheer, and courage, you are young. When 
you are covered with pessimism and the ice of cynicism 
then, and only then, are you old.” 

King David voiced his outlook on life in Psalms 34:25. 
“I have been young, and now am old; yet have not seen 
the righteous forsaken, nor his seed begging bread.” 

Sunset years need not be years of loneliness, remorse, 
and despair. The same God who helped you and cheered 
you in the morning of youth and in the noontime of life 
can and will give “beauty, hope, cheer, and courage”’ 
which keeps the heart young, even in life’s sunset. 

There is a natural appeal in youth. Their eagerness to 
accept challenge, their unlimited energy, their carefree 
attitude, their abounding health, their love of fun and joy 
of living — all are attractive. 

But being young has it disadvantages also. The young 
have their whole life before them. They have not learned 
to live in a complex society. All their mistakes are yet to 
be made. Their frustrations and disappointments are 
still ahead of them. But the elderly ‘‘have it made.” 

They have a treasure of memories. They can 
reminisce the good times with friends and neighbors. 
They remember the times of walking in the woods 
listening to the birds sing, hearing the fish splash in the 
creek, smelling the scent of newly turned soil. They 
remember their first date, the first sweetheart, and the 
first home. 

‘There are other advantages of age. Living brings 
experience. It’s true that ‘“‘experience is the best 
teacher.”’ Experience cannot be bought with dollars or 
obtained by reading books. It is pricess. Experience 
brings knowledge. Benjamin Franilin as quoted as 
saying, ‘Invest your money kn oknowledge, and no one 
can take it from you.” 

Experience plus knowledge equals wisdom. Many a 
youth has been blessed by the wise counsel of an older 
person. The best course of advice is a person who has 
already gone through a particular situation. Perhaps 
there is nothing more satisfying than to be able to give 
sound advice. 

Aging is not a penalty but a reward. The Bible savs 
‘Honor thy father and thy mother: that thy days may 
be long upon the land which the lord thy God giveth 
thee.’’ Ex 20:12. Isaiah 40:30 was written for the old as 
well as the young: ‘They that wait upon the Lord shall 
renew their strength, they shall run and not be weary; 
they shall walk and not faint.’’ 

Whether young or old, we all have our places in God’s 
plan. We need each other, and by each contributing h is 
part, all are blessed. -

carcinogenecity — the 
danger of producing cancer, 
teratogenecity — the 
danger of harming a fetus, 
and mutagenecity — the 
danger of changing the gene 
patterns 


Unfortunately, most 
additives are only tested for 
acute toxicity to determine 
whether or not they do 
immediate damage to an 
organism. There’s no way 
they can be accurately 
tested for teratogenecity 
and for genetic effects, as 
we learned from the tragic 
thalidomide cases.

Furthermore, little 
consideration is given as to 
how different chemicals are 
going to affect us when they 
are consumed together and 
over a long period of years. 

Eighty percent of our 
food is now factory 
produced. It has been taken 
apart, put back together, 
and in some ways 
permanently altered.

Food producers claim that

emulsifying agent derived 
frorn partial composition of 
fats, is used in making a 
wide variety of artificial 
colors. 

In addition, animal food is 
laced with antibiotics to 
retard spoilage and 
evidence of disease. Even 
fresh fruits and vegetables 
no longer entirely escape. 
They're sprayed with 
pesticides, and are 
sometimes artificially 
ripened with ethane gas, 
then waxed or put into cold 
storage steeped in inert 
gases to keep them from 
spoiling. 

Clearly, it’s wise to 
exercise caution in 
consuming additives. These 
following guidelines should 
help you reduce your 
intake: 


1. Avoid bottled, tinned 
and packaged foods. 
Replace them with fruits 
and vegetables and eat as 
many as possible raw. 


2. Read labels and watch 
out for foods that contain 
sugar and salt. Don’t be 
misled by words like

becoming very popular 


With local ski conditions less than 
optimal, West End snow lovers have 
had to turn to other sports for 
recreation. 

Some have chosen a country- 
cousin of their favorite and tound it 
to be just as much fun — and much 
cheaper. 

Cross-country skiing combines the 
thrill and exhilaration of Alpine, or 
downhill skiing, with the steady 
exercise offered by jogging. In 
addition, and a major plus for 
enthusiasts, it is much cheaper, 
thanks to lower costs for equipment 
and no expensive lift tickets to be 
purchased each time out. 

Cross-country, also called Nordic 
skiing after its heritage, or ski 
touring, is enjoying a mushrooming 
popularity. According to Ontarian 
John Fraser, who got hooked on the 
sport five years ago, it is growing by 
as much as 20 percent per year. 

Fraser is also an Alpine skier and 
finds the two hobbies complement 
each other well. Now he spends all 
the time he has left after trips to the 
slopes and snowy fields, working in 
a local ski shop where his favorite 
pasttime has become his business. 

The history of skiing itself dates 
back at least 4,500 years when it was 
a vital means of transportation in 
Scandinavian countries. Until the 
latter half of the 19th century, skiers 
used simple wooden boards fastened 
to their feet with a strap, and had 
only a single pole to push along on 
both level land and hills. 

But by 1840 when Norwegian 
miners brought their secret to 
California, equipment looked much 
more like it does today. 

Modern touring skis are both 


ra 


longer and narrower than the 
downhill models, and are made 
primarily out of wood and 
fiberglass. Some, manufactured for 
the adventurer who likes to break 
his own trail through the back 
country, are edged with metal strips 
to bear the brunt of unexpected 
rocks and rough terrain. 

But perhaps the most important 
difference is the high camber, or 
arch, of the ski. Placed flat on the 
ground, the ski bows slighly upward 
in the middle, much like the arch of 
a human foot. 

A person standing evenly on the 
skis should bring that arch to within 
a card’s-breadth of the ground. It is 
this area that is coated with a soft 
wax which increases traction. 

As the skier takes a stride, placing 
the weight on one ski, that area 
comes into contact with the snow 
and provides enough traction to 
propel the skier forward. As he 
brings the other leg forward, 
distributing his weight between the 
two skis, the camber springs back 
up the the skier glides forward. 

A relatively recent addition to the 
sport is the waxfree ski. The middle 
section of these skis is carved in a 
ratchet— like pattern, permitting 
the ski to move forward, and 
preventing is from sliding back. 

Wax to encourage the gliding is 
sometimes used on the tips of these 
skis, but is not necessary in the 
midsection. 

Another variation on the same 
theme is the use of mohair strips, 
again encouraging forward motion 
while inhibiting backward sliding. 

Bindings look like only half that 
which is on the Alpine ski, and clip 





onto the front of the shoe. There is a 
small textured heel plate in back to 
help keep the foot on the ski during 
gliding. 


Touring boots look more like 
running shoes than the familiar ski 
boot. Built to be light and flexible, 
the shoe has a heavy rubber or 
polyurethane lip which fits into the 
front binding. Although many come 
up over the ankle for support, most 
are cut low to allow enough freedom 
for the bending and flexing the leg 
does in traversing the countryside. 


Even poles are different — 
longer, reaching to the skier’s 
armpit, and the basket near the tip 
only on the back half to facilitate 
dragging. 


The overall picture of the cross- 
county skier is one lighter 
equipment and more freedom of 
movement. To completely outfit the 
new skier with skis, bindings, boots, 
and poles, will generally run around 
$200, as opposed to roughly twice 
that amount for the beginning 
Alpine skier. 


There is one ski store in the West 
End that will rent equipment, and 
many more in mountain resort 
areas. 


A common compiaint of ski 
touring is that it is too much work. 
Instead of a brisk chair lift or rope 
tow to the top of a hill and an 
exhilarating run down, the cross- 
country skier is working 
continually, resting only between 
glides, on downhill runs, and 
whenever he might choose to stop 
and enjoy a picnic lunch. 


In that sense, it is considered an 
aerobic exercise, like jogging, that 
entails constant movement. As a 
result, skiers who plan on taking a

long trek should be in good physical 
condition. 

However, the sport is popular 
among the very old and the very 
young, since it may be taken at 
whatever speed the individual 
wishes. This makes it a good choice 
for a family activity, either as a 
supplement or instead of Alpine 
skiing. 

According to Fraser, most cross- 
country skiers started out with 
Alpine, end continue to keep both in 
their repertoire. Although each 
sport uses many of the same skills 
and may usually be enjoyed in the 
same area, they offer different sorts 
of rewards. 

This is evidenced if through 
nothing else but the difference in 
clothing. Compared with the Alpine 
skier wrapped up in layers of down 
jackets to fight the cold of waiting in 
lift lines, the touring enthusiast will 
most likely wear several layers of 
light, waterproof clothing. The 
constant physical activity will go far 
when it comes to keeping skiers 
warm. 

Fraser said sunscreen and glasses 
are a must for all-day trips on the 
glaring snow. : 

Learning to ski cross-country 1s 
much like learning how to walk. The 
same stride is used, exaggerated 
only slightly, with arms and legs 
moving diagonally against each 
other. 

For the Southern California fan 
who finds snow hard to come by, 
special. skis outfitted with wheels 
can be used to perfect ones 
technique. 

As with any sport, honing it down 
to a fine art becomes the work of the 
professional. Different mixes of 
waxes are jealously guarded secrets 
and the skier seriously interested in 
racing must spend hours a day 
training.

Perhaps the most 
popular event for Nordic skiers is 
the biathlon, combining both skiing 
and shooting skills. 

Local skiers share some of the 
problems of Lake Placid with lack 
of snow, but at least for cross 
country all that is needed is enough 
to blanket the ground. 

Slopes on Mt. Baldy and other 
local mountains are generally too 
steep for cross-country, but there 
are many areas around Big Bear 
that invite touring. Mt. San Jacinto, 
near Palm Springs, has a well- 
established facility geared for the 
cross-country skier with well- 
marked trails, classes and other 
amenities. 

Although local skiers can’t enjoy 
the luxury of taking out across the 
fields from their back door as those 
in colder climates can, they still 
share the freedom from_highly- 
developed resort areas and crowded 
slopes. 

Injuries don’t pose the threat to 
the cross-country skier that they do 
to those shackled in the high-topped 
Alpine boot, but touring offers its 
own danger. In addition to the joy of 
heading across trackless snow, 
comes the possibility of getting lost, 
and skiers should always follow the 
buddy system and other safety 
measures. 


But for the person who likes the 
outdoors, vigorous exercise and the 
sense of being one with the 
countryside, cross— country skiing 
is hard to beat. 


Fraser recalled one of his favorite 
trips, a midnight run, touring across 
the snow in the light of a full moon. 

“That's one thing that’s hard to 
beat, touring along in the queit 
night. It was so still — so beautiful.”

Blewett announces candid 


Russ Blewett, an Upland resident 
and owner of a carpet company in 
Rancho Cucamonga, has announced 
he will seek the Republican 
nomination in the 35th 
Congressional District. 

Blewett, 35, made his candidacy 
official at a fund-raising dinner last 
week at the Industry Hills 
Convention Center.

Now, in addition to paying more at 
the checkout stand and the gas 
pump, Americans are being forced 
into higher tax brackets by artificial 
increases in income,’ he com- 
mented. 

‘We must encourage the develop-

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ment of new sources of energy. Our 
dependence on OPEC (Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries) 
can be traced to federal policies that 
have frustrated, discouraged and 
even obstructed the achievement of 
energy self-sufficiency. 

‘‘Conflicting and onerous govern- 
ment regulations not only cost tax- 
payers billions of dollars a year, 
they are also responsible for our 
miserable rate of increase in 
productivity,’ Dreier added. 

He said, ‘‘World peace can only be 
assured when the Soviets recognize 
that America, as the leader of the 
free world, is committed to 
providing political, economic and 
even military stability around the 
world. 

“Despite the fact that the Carter 
administration canceled the B-l 
bomber, ordered large-scale troop 
withdrawals from Korea, sur- 
rendered the Panama Canal and 
watched helplessly as the Soviets 
stationed a brigade of combat troops 
in Cuba, we should not be afraid to 
protect our interests by any means 
necessary.”
